1CPIC WAS WELL DISCUSSED 


Self Denial and Sacrifice Are Used in 


tho Same Sense in Many 
: 


Cases. 


"I believe that 
here Is 
much 


strength spoiled and fouled In earth's 
confused struggle. 
I ask you to put 


it beneath the heavy cross, and carry 
that ghastly, yet glorious burden on 
which Is soon to be, 
nailed 'tho 


whole world's good, the whole world's 
gain,' the One who came not to bo 
minstered unto, but to minister—the 
One who, though he was rich, yet 
for your sakes became poor." 


This is the plea which the Uev J, 


H. Tlppett iiiado at the Court St. 
M. E. Church last evening, at the con 
elusion of a powerful discourse upon 
Sell Denial. 
I,lko all other doctrines which have 


been dependent upon human Interpre 
tallon for their application, 
he said, 


tho doctrine of self denial has been 
woefully 
misunderstood. 
But 


throughout the centuries of Its grad 
ual development from the seclusion of 
the cloister, and th'o lowly life 
of 


the mendicant, to the great 
and 


small philanthropies of the present 
day, tho fundamental truth anil lorco 
of the doctrine has never been ciues 
tinned. 


Identical With Sacrifice 


In his discourse, Uev. Tlppett used 


self denial and scrlflce in the same 
sense. 
He did not mean a sacrillco 


offered for the expiation of sin, nor 
that which reduces religion to com- 
merce, nor the compulsory lack of 
those things which have never been 
In 
tho possession of the ono who 


offers the sacrifice. 
A. sacrifice 
ho 


defined to be something which 
Is 


possessed and yet surrendered with- 
out compulsion. 
Self-denial is do- 


Ing without something wo may have 
If we wish. 
Three motives were 
enumerated 


which may Inspire sacrifice, or suit 
denial. 
These three wero 
Illus- 


trated by charctors taken from a late 
work of fiction of a profound and spir- 
itual character. 
In the novel refer- 


red to the characters are a mystery 
who wears on his breast a beautiful- 
ly Jeweled amulet, whose sharp edges 
lacerate his flesh, tho pain sen-Ing to 
keep In his mind certain messages 
to his soul; an artist who denied him- 
self nil of the pleasure and profit 
which might result from his craft, 
that he might Interpret tho self de- 
nial of his blacksmith-mother 
who 


starved herself to feed her children; 
and n Romany Chi. a gypsy girl who 
submitted to a physical curse In order 
to give health anil happiness 
to an- 


other'. 


Analysis of Motives 


In the first of these types 
self 


denial Is practiced for tho sake of 
charcter. Heavenly dividends arc tho 
only rewards, earthly investment be- 
ing out of the question. 
Tills 
Is 


"character for character's sake." Any 
character would bo well proportion- 
ed and developed must register many 
denials of desire, iriust bear 
the 


stamp of sacrifice. 
Christ Is acknowledged as the moil- 


el and Inspiration of sacrifice in the 
secod type. 
Its beginning and abid- 


ing source of strength are In contem- 
plation of tho perfect life of the mas- 
ter. 
It Is amazing, beautiful beyond 


words or music, 
in this world there 


Is nothing more wonderful than love, 
giving anything and everything for

WRITES HOMEOF CONDITION. 


THE WONDERS OF -MACHINERY praj"'and"the 


Describes What Great Things Are 


Done by Steam and Elec- 


tricity. 


The wonders accomplished In the 


mining and handling of Iron ore in 
the Unlteu States by the application 
of modern machinery are outlined 
in a special report to the British gov- 
ernment made by the acting British 
consul at Chicago. Mr. T. Ersklne, a 
copy of which has been received by 
the Treasury Bureau of Statistics. 
The report is entitled "Report on the 
Iron 
Ore 
Industry of the United 
States," but gives especial attention 
to the modern methods of mining ant 
handling ore, -by which hand labor 
las been greatly reduced. 
In mln 


Jng ore in certain parts of the Lake 
Superior region he says that the toi 
covering of ground rock Is scraped 
off over the whole property before 
mining begins. 
Railroad tracks are 
then laid direct to the ore bed, and 
the ore is loosened by blasting. Steam 
shovels arc then brought Into use and 
they load the ore directly upon the 
cars, one of these -machines having 
loaded 170,000 tons In 'M days, or a 
the rate of over 6,500 tons per day 
These loading machines which dall> 
handle more than' 0.000 tons, 
arc 


each operated by 5 men, and the la 
lor cost for mining and loading av 
cragcs but about 10 cents per ton 
and in the case of. one mine which 
<iug and loaded 293,G5l tons In 174 


' days the labor cost was only 4 cent 


per ton. 
In the transfer of ore from mine 
to vessel on the lakes the abscence 
of hand labor Is also noticeable. Th 
ore trains are run on to long doclis 
extending high above the water am 
having large pockets or apartment 
Into which the ore is discharged from 
tho cars through an opening in tn 
liottom of the car, from which the 
orb runs by gravity into the pocket 
beneath the tracks. 
'Prom these 
pockets the ore Is loaded Into 
tiv 
vessel, also by gravity, nnd passoi 
down long chutes down Into the hoi 
of the vessel so that no hand labor I 
required in the transferring tho or 
from the cars to the vessel. 
Th 
ore pockets or apartments, 
whlc 


form a part of the dock, hold abou 
ICO tons each, and number from 9'" 
to 384. according to the length o 
•the dock. 
• In unloading the ore from tho ves 
sels the saving of labor through th 
use of machinery is even more nota 
ble and important in its economic 
and results. A series of steel bridges 
so adjusted as to be easily move< 
along the docks. Is supplied with ; 
hinged arm. which can be loweret 
to the hatch of the vessel. 
Alon 
this arm and across the bridge run 
a trolley train to which are attache 
automatic "grabs" similar to a dot 
tilo scoop, which are so constructe 
that the 
• grab or scoop digs down 


•ward into the ore as it closes. ' The 
grab or scoop holds about 5 tons of 
ore and is described as a "digging 
machine." as when It begins to draw 
together It digs Into tho ore and does 
not depend on Us weight to get hold 
of the ore. 
There are 15 unloading 


machines in a battery, and tl.e grabs 
run down the long arms wh.cn are 
lowered over each of the 14 hatches 
that are in the deck of most lake 
vessels carrying ore. 
These hatch- 
es run nearly tho whole way across 
the 
decks. 
The grabs can thus 


remove over half the cargo without 
any assistance and the remaining ha.i 
Is brought directly under the hatch 
by use of a scraper also operated by 
similar machinery and managed 'by 
a man In the hold through the use 
of long cords. 
This scraper brings 


the ore from between the hatches 
eo that it can bo raised by the grab. 
These grabs are controlled by the en- 
gineer who can drop them nt any 
point over tho hold that he may wish 
and after it seizes Its load of ore it 
is raised at full speed, carried rapidly 
along the trolley to such given point 
as desirable, where the ore Is de- 
posited into concrete troughs through 
•which it slides to tho furnaces where 
It is to -be transferred into pig Iron. 
This grap. which thus lifts live tons 
of ore- from the vessel snrrylng It 
to such a point as is desired within 
a limited space, has a hoisting speed 
of 100 feet a minute. 
Tho operator 
travels with the grab and con unload 
it at any given point desired. 
The 
•bridges to which these arms with 
their grubs aro attached can 
bo 


swung In any direction, so that ore, 
limestone, or coke can bo deposited 
or picked up anywhere in the yard, 
and are worked by electricity. Twen- 
ty-six men will now perform, under 
this system, the work for which 300 
•were required under the old system.

Such a metamorphosis of the 


assessors Is not 
conceivable.

wuuld be fully as easy to believe the 
leopard could change his spota or 
tho Ethiopian'his skin. 
Even tho 


highest returns made by the local 
assessors fall short of the full value 
of the property In their dlstrJctB. 


"We can see no ground on which

The annual meeting of the Janes- 


vlllo Business Men's association, held 
last Friday evening, 
was 
devoted 


largely to the discussion of tho beet 
sugar Industry, and tho outlook for a 
plant In the Uower City, within the 
next eighteen months. Is llattorlng. 


Rock. county will raise this year 


•1,000 acres of sugar beets, and If 
the season Is favorable, this means 
$05,000 that would 
not 
otherwise 


come Into the county. . It meaim 
more than that because the enter- 
prise will Induce other growers to 
Invest and If 4.000 acres can bo se- 
cured for another year. It means a 
Janesvllle rellncry, representing any- 
whero from half a million to a mil- 
lion In money, and employing 135 
men about half tho year. 


It means still more, for the enter- 


prise established, illicit* to the proiluc 
Ing value of Rock county farms, and 
this adds to the market value of land. 


Bay City. Michigan, supports three, 


sugar factories, requiring 12,000 acres 
of land. 
Janesvllle has equal facll 


Itles and there Is no reason why it 
cannot do as well. 
No money is tie 


manded. 
Tho investment Is so good 


that capital In abundance is readily 
secured. 


Every business man In tho city can 


afford to encourage the enterprise. It 
will draw trade from all parts of tho 
county, as well as from tho surround 
Ing counties. 
Tho statement 
Is 


made by men who are in position to 
know that the entire cost of raising an 
acre of beets, Including rent of land, 
Is $30. 


The average selling price of 100 


acres at Mcnomlnee last year was $05. 
This means that small land holdings 
can be made to pay liberal returns 
There are 1,000 acres of land within 
the city that could be utilized to 
good -advantage. If everybody pushes 
and tho kickers take a rest, tho su 
gar plant Is assured. 


INTANGABLE PROPERTY 


Tho discussion which has been go- 


Ing on In the state during the past 
two- years, on the question of taxa- 
tion. has dealt very largely with "In 
tangable property" which Includes all 
classes of personal property. 


The railway companies of tho state 


are vitally Interested In the taxation 
problem, and they are now publishing 
a series of bulletins and scattering 
them broadcast over tho state, for 
tho1 Information of taxpayers. 


They go Into the question cxhaim 


tlvely. producing .facts and figures to 
back up every claim abvanced. The 
last bulletin, just Issued, deals with 
Intangablc property and the tax com- 
mission Is criticised for the policy 
adopted In dealing with this class 
of property. 


When the new law was passed re- 


quiring all property to be assessed at 
full valuation. It wan soon discovered 
that while it was not dllllcult to place 
a comparatively accurate value on 
real estate, that It was almost Im- 
possible to gain accurate knowledge 
as to personal belongings. 


Previous to tho Introduction of the 


new law, nil properties had -been as- 
sessed at what was supposed to bo 
about half valuation and so 
the as- 


sessors throughout tho state adopted 
tho rule of doubling tho value of all 
personal property. 
If a merchant 


had been paying on a $10,000 valuation 
for a stock of goods, he was raised 
to $20.000. 


When tho assessment rolls 
wore 


turned In tho tax commission dls 
'covered that In 53 of the 71 counties 
that tho assessment was higher by 
a total of $15.000,000 tnan a schedule 
prepared In the office of the commis- 
sion demanded, and so this amount 
was deducted from the several coun- 
ties. 


Tho railway companies claim that 


this was unfair, and they 
criticise 


tho commission for tho course pur- 
sued. 
Tiio statement has 
been 


made and Is generally believed that 
tho "companies are now paying hut 
one-twelfth of the taxes, whllo they 
claim, with an equitable valuation 
of all properties that they arc now, 
paying one-eighth. 


In view of the ad valorem sys- 


tem, which is likely to bo adopted, 
they plead for fair and 
equitable 


treatment and the plea Is just. The 
railway companies do not object to 
tho ad valorem plan If they can be 
assured that all other properties aro 
properly assessed, but they fear re- 
suits, as they have a right to In 
faco of the facts produced. 


In another column will bo found 


'Hie figures produced and some of 
the arguments advanced in defense 
of their position. 
They are worth 


a careful reading and aro evidence1 of 
the fact that there aro at least two 
sides t(i the taxation question.

After placing 
tho eggs upon the tray.s reiuly for tho 
incubator set tho trays upon a pair of 
scales reading to ounce* and note tho 
total weight of tho eggs and trays. 
The trays should bo thoroughly dry. 
After a few days weigh again. Sub- 
tract this from* I ho first weight. Thin 
will give tho actual loss In weight of 
tho eggs. 


Example.—Suppose that you have 208 


eggs oi> tho trays, that tho llrst weight 
with trays is 21 pounds 2 ounce* and 
that on the nlxth day the weight IH 23 
pounds (I ounces.
